WHERE HAVANA^ HURRICANE DID WORST DAMAGE 


HAVANA, 
Oct. 
22.—Six 
hundred dead, possibly a thou­ 
sand injured and seven thou­ 
sand or more homeless as a 
result of the hurricane which 
swept Havana and Western 
Cuba on Wednesday was in­ 
dicated today as reports be­ 
mean to trickle into the capital 
from the stricken provincial 
towns isolated since the storm. 
These figures w ere based upon 
reports brought from inland towns 
and villages by six couriers, wl«p 
traveled 150 m iles on foot to bring 
th eir m essages. 
P roperty dam age, 
In th e light of these reports, was 
estim ated a t $75,000,000. 
A farth er check-up of shipping 
revealed 
th a t approxim ately 
IOO 
vessels, large and sm all, founder­ 
ed In the storm and m any of the 
m em ber^ of the crew s still are 
m issing. 
It is believed th a t be­ 
tw een fifty and IOO of them have 
been drowned. 
The reports of the m essengers 
Indicated th a t the tow ns of the 
interior had been h it h ard er by 
the storm than H avana itself. The 
stricken populaces appealed for im- j 
m ediate relief. 
D espite its own 
crippled condition, H avana organi­ 
zed relief expeditions and rushed 
them to the m ore strick en areas. 
T errible havoc in the outlying 
districts was indicated. 
L iterally 
thousands of hom es w ere wiped 
out and hundreds of fam ilies are' 
on the verge of starvation. 
A con-! 
dition of grave d istress was re­ 
ported in every 
section 
of the 
storm area by the couriers. 
'H ie sugar crop appears to have 
been particularly hard hit. 
Dis­ 
patches from P in ar del Rio. com­ 
ing by courier, indicated the en­ 
tire crop in th a t section was de­ 
stroyed. 
Some sugar factories al­ 
so w ere reported destroyed o r bad­ 
ly dam aged. 
An im m ediate increase In the 
price of sugar is predicted as a 
resu lt of the storm . 
Refugees by the hundred w ere 
arriving in H avana today from the 
nearer storm -sw ept districts.. 
All 
w ere 
practically 
d estitu te 
and 
m any w ere in a serious condition, 
due to hunger and exposure. Each 
fam ily had its ow n story to tell 
of the horror of the storm . 
The fate th a t overtook m any of 
the seam en on boats w hich were 
sunk becam e apparent today with 
the appearance in the harbor of 
bodies badly m u tila te d by sharks 
and other huge fish. 
The author­ 
ities said this circum stance would 
m ake it difficult to ascertain w ith 
any degree of certainty how m any 
lost their lives in th© disaster.

Study brings out the fact that with all our c iv il­ 
ization no human government ever has approached in perfec­ 
tion the economy, patriotism, selfsacrifice, devotion, and 
perpetuity to he found in the government oi the honey-bees. 
Insects are the original paper, silk and honey makers. 
W e ha\e, perhaps beaten them in the paper business, but our 
imitation silk is inferior to the genuine, and our synthetic 
honey worse. We now have the radio with its great edu­ 
cational possibilities and static tortures, but the insects long 
have been able to signal one another over relatively long dis­ 
tances by some system which we do not understand. 
One 
of our problems in illumination is to create a fire which 
glows, hut which dees not burn 
So far, in our best lights, 
much of the energy of'combustion is wasted in the form of 
heat. 
Light-producing insects, such as the fireflies are able 
to kindle in their bodies a little blaze which is more than 
ninety nine per cent light and less than one per cent heat. 


Long before man learned to warm his habitation with 
fire, tile bees had discovered a muscular exercise whereby 
in very cold weather they could raise the temperature of 
their homes as much as thirty-five degrees centigrade. 
W e 
cool oui rooms with electric fans, but before electricity was 
harnessed, the bumblebees learned to station individual* 
along their passageways, to create cool air currents by con­ 
stantly fluttering their wings. 


Had man paid heed to the insect world long ago, the 
gardener might have learned points in his art from the am­ 
brosia beetle, which plants beds of succulent fungus in its 
►burrows to furnish nourishment for its young. 
The soldier 
might have learned the possibilities of poisonous gases in 
warfare trom the bombardier beetle, which hurls discomfit­ 
ing charges of an acrid gas at its enemies. 
The surgeon 
might have found hints on the use of anesthetics from the 
solitary wasp, which thrusts its drug-laden sting into its 
‘der or insect victim and by that means stupefies and pre­ 
set ves it as food for future baby wasps. Oh, man, with your 
little white golf balls, your racing auto, your button that 
makes light, your radio, if you must admit von are smart, 
admit it only to yourself!

result of the hurricane which 
swept Havana and Western 
Cuba on W ednesday was in­ 
dicated today as reports be- 
g-an to trickle into the capital 
from the stricken provincial 
tow ns isolated since the storm. 
These figures w ere based upon 
reports brought from inland towns 
and villages by six couriers, who 
traveled 150 m iles on foot to bring 
their messages. 
Property damage, 
In the light of th e se reports, was 
estimated at $75,000,000. 
A further check-up of shipping 
revealed 
th a t approxim ately 
IOO 
vessels, large and small, founder­ 
ed in the storm and many of the 
member^ of th e crews still are 
missing. 
It is believed that be­ 
tween fifty and IOO of them have 
been drowned. 
The reports of the messengers 
indicated that th e towns of the 
interior had been hit harder by 
the storm than H av a n a itself. The 
stricken populaces appealed for im­ 
mediate relief. 
Despite its own I 
crippled condition, Havana organ!-' 
zed relief expeditions and rushed 
them to the m o re stricken areas, 
Terrible havoc In the outlying 
districts was indicated. 
Literally 
thousands of ho m es were wiped 
out and hundreds of families are' 
on the verge of starvation. 
A con­ 
dition of grave distress was re­ 
ported in every 
section 
of the 
storm area by th e couriers. 
The sugar crop appears to have 
been particularly hard hit. 
Dis­ 
patches from P in a r del Rio, com­ 
ing by courier, indicated the en­ 
tire crop in th a t section was de­ 
stroyed. 
Some su g a r factories al­ 
so were reported destroyed or bad­ 
ly damaged. 
An Immediate increase In the 
price of sugar is predicted as a 
result of the storm . 
R efugees by th e hundred were 
arriving in H a v a n a today from the 
nearer storm -sw ept districts.. 
All 
were 
practically 
destitute 
and 
many were in a serious condition, 
due to hunger an d exposure. Each 
family had its o w n story to tell 
of the horror of th e storm. 
The fate th a t overtook many of 
the seamen on boats which were 
sunk became a p p a ren t today with 
the appearance in the harbor of 
bodies badly m utlliated by sharks 
and other huge fish.

Light-producing insects, such as the fireflies are able 
to kindle in their bodies a little blaze which is more than 
ninety nine per cent light and less than one per cent heat.

Judged in terms of sheer popu­ 
larity tmd universal favor, Jesus 
Christ stands suprem e in human 
thought today. 
Living, as we do, 
In a period of sweeping changes 
where system s and practices that 
are time honored are swept away 
over night, this supreme person­ 
ality m aintains its place and in­ 
creasingly demands 
the reverent 
study and devotion 
of 
thought­ 
ful men the world over. 
However, 
critics or scholars may interpret 
the m eaning of His life and teach­ 
ings, yes, however confused His 
accredited exponents may be, still 
the fact rem ains that this great 
M aster appeals today as never be­ 
fore to every type and class, and 
his Influence upon human thought 
ann action grows and expands with 
every recurring period.

Balanescu’a 
trial 
on

slaughter 
charge, 
which 
lasted 
nearly two weeks, came 
to 
an 
abrupt end 
yesterday afternoon 
When a Jury of six men and six 
women 
found him to 
be guilty 
after 
deliberating 
three 
hours 
and a half. 
Within 
fifteen min­ 
utes sentence had been pronounced 
uiK>n the youth and he was back 
<ln Jail to awalt his trip to the re- 
fojmatory. 
Dorothy Kirk died In a hospital 
August 22. 
When “Frenchy” self- 
styled “poor, misguided kid,” met 
her last spring she was suffering 
from 
a 
stomach 
disorder. 
The 
state charged that the youthful 
suitor, posing as a doctor, gave 
to her dlffeernt medicinal potions 
while health gradually failed her. 
After her sudden death, police 
found In Dorothy’s 
rooms several 
pills which Balanescu admitted he 
had bought at a drug store. 
The 
Coroner’s 
autopsy 
showed 
that 


the girl had been taking these pills 
and that they contained a poison 
which caused her death. 
The defense 
of Balanescu was 
that he never knowingly gave to 
hoi any poison and that he lied 
to her about being a doctor only
